Ichneumonidae (Hymenoptera) of the surroundings of Gastein in the Alps. Part I

Abstract. The fauna Ichneumonidae in the surroundings of Gastein in the Salzburg 
Alps was studied in the years 1984— 1986. Its part reported in the present paper includes 
137 species reckoned to the.subfamily /;phialtinae; 16 of them are new to the fauna of Austria. 


I. INTRODUCTION 


The studies on the Ichneumonidae fauna of the Alps began in the XIX-th 
century. The first papers dealing with that fauna were published by KRIECH- 
BAUMER (1872, 1872 a, 1887) and KRIECHBAUMER, FISCHBEIN (1881). In the 
present century several papers concerning that problem were published by 
SCHMIEDEKNECHT (1906—1908), Franz (1943, 1949), Hxpbwic (1956, 1957) 
and BAUER (1985). 

Investigations on these useful insects living in the surroundings of Gastein 
are altogether lacking. 

It was the aim of the research to study the species composition of Ephia- 
(tinae. 

In the years 1982— 1986 investigations were earried out in the valleys of 
Fusch, Rauris and Gastein as well as in their side valleys: Fusch up to 950 m 
above sea-level, Rauris with the slopes of Grubereck (up to 2150 m), Geisbachtal 
(950 m), SeidIwinkltal with the slopes of Edlenkogel (up to 2350 m), Hochtor 
(up to 2150 m), Hochalm (1650 m), Grubereck (up to 2150 m), Hüttwinkltal 
and Krumltal with the slopes of Ritterkopf (up to 2350 m), Durchgangalm 
(1700 m), Feldereralm (1750 m), Kolm Saigurn (up to 1550 m), Gastein with 
slopes of Stubnerkogel (up to 2200 m), Salezen Htt. (up to 1550 m), Angertal 
(up to 1550 m), Siglitztal (1650 m), Kótschachtal with the slopes of Poserhóhe 
(up to 1650 m), Heimalm (1300 m), Frohnalm (1450 m) and Karalm (1600 1n). 
The area of investigations was bordered in the south by the boundary of the 
land and the Nassfelder stream, in the north by the river Salzach, in the west 
by Fusch valley, and in the east by Gastein valley (Fig. 1).

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The classification and definition of the particular zoogeographical elements 
was accepted after PAWLOWSKI (1967) and KASPARYAN (1981). The hosts are 
reported here according to KASPARYAN (1981). New species to the fauna of 
Austria are marked by explanation mark ,,!”. 

Almost the whole material of the Ichneumonidae was collected by the author 
(128 species). Single specimens (6 species) were caught by Dr M. DYLEWSKA 
and 3 species by Dr A. Kosiron, to whom the author wishes to express his cor- 
dial thanks.

STRESZCZENIE 


Badania prowadzono w latach 1984—1986 w dolinach Fusch, Rauris i Ga- 
stein oraz na stokach Alp Salzburskich do wysokości 2350 m n.p.m. Odłowio- 
no 137 gatunków (332 okazy) gąsienicznikowatych z podrodziny Ephialtinae, 
w tym 16 nowych dla entomofauny Austrii. W liscie gatunków zaznaczono 
je wykrzyknikiem ,,!”. Parazytoidy wykazane na badanym obszarze zaliczono 
do 11 grup zoogeografieznych. Najliczniejszą grupę stanowiły elementy pa- 
learktyezne, gdy elementy subpontomediterraneńskie i submediterraneńskie 
reprezentowane były zaledwie przez pojedyneze gatunki. Przedstawicieli po- 


zostatych podrodzin oómówia następne prace. 
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
